Samuel W . Rauen, slayer of his 
wife, Ozelahe Jones Rauen, form erly 
of Gettysburg, and his brother, John 
M. Rauen, paid the extreme penalty 
in the District of Columbia jai! at 
W ashington 
on 
Friday. 
Ile 
was 
hanged shortly after ten o’clock in 
the morning and death was caused 
by strangulation. 
“ I will die with a smile on my face” 
were the last words he said before go­ 
ing to the scaffold. 
He walked to his 
death 
without 
the slightest 
appar­ 
ent emotion and repeated prayer after 
Rev. Michael Gallagher, his spiritual 
adviser, and was offering up a prayer 
when the trap was sprung, stopping 
only long enough to ask the deputy 
in charge of the noose to ‘‘draw it 
tighter.” 
W hile eating breakfast on the morn­ 
ing of his execution Rauen signified 
his desire to make a statement l>e- 
fore going to the scaffold. 
He was 
allowed the privilege. 
‘‘I want to notify the public that I 
am net 
gu'lty 
of 
murder,” 
Rauen 
said, “ and that I was convicted on 
perjured testimony. 
Had I been g iv­ 
en an opportunity to prove what I 
knew and what my witnesses knew, 
the 
government 
would 
never 
have 
l>een able to prove me guilty of mur­ 
der. 
“ lf my attorneys had been satisfied 
and I had been given one chance in a 
hundred— but I was not ariven that 
chance— things would have been d if­ 
ferent. 
I have nothing to fear from 
death. 
I will die like a man; like a 
gentleman. 
I may i»e guilty of m ur­ 
der in the eyes of the law but I ’ll not 
I* adjudged 
guilty 
by 
the 
Judge 
above. A fter I have been executed it 
will lie shewn that I was convicted on 
false testimony, hut it will then be 
too late.” 
The crime for which Rauen paid the 
penalty wa* committed on the even­ 
ing o f March 30, 1912, when he killed 
hig wife and brother as they sat in 
front of the home of the form er’* 
aunts in Washington.

C aptain R obeit F. Scott and his com 
panions in the A ntarctic are contained 
in news dispatched received from New 
Zealand. 
One intim ates that Scott and his 
two com panions who got to within 
eleven miles oi the One Ton Depot 
could nave been saved had it not been 
for the inexperience of the leader of 
the relief party th a t had been sent to 
th a t place. 
The other gives even a more heroic 
aspect than heretofore to the deaths 
of 
Scott 
and 
his com panions—sets 
forth that four men perished bet ause 
of their efforts to save Evans, the 
petty officer, after he had become in 
sane imm ediately after leaving the 
South Pole on the return march. 
A 
cablegram 
from 
Christchurch, 
New Zealand says: 
"Comment is made here to the effect 
that Captain Scott, Dr. Wilson and 
Lieutenant Bowers could have been 
saved if the rescue party had pushed 
south 
vigorously from the base in 
March, 1912. Its failure was ap p aren t­ 
ly due to the inexperience of Dr. At­ 
kinson, the surgeon, who allowed the 
bulk of the party to rem ain at Cape 
Evans, cut off by open w ater from 
Hut Point, a: the edge of the Bai 
rier. 
"At the end of February two men 
went south 155 miles to the depot near

Si ott died,
